3. For orders to be picked up at the nursery, circle the
nursery of your choice.

If your are
picking up your order, proceed to Step 6 otherwise, go to
Step 4 or 5.

   Important Dates to Remember
   1. October 15th is the deadline for an order to be processed in the lottery. We can not accept credit card
information over the phone. Phone, fax or email orders are not accepted. The order must be sent to:

We must receive the order by the 15th. Our business hours are Monday through Friday 8AM to 4PM. The
lottery is a computerized random drawing. Orders received by this date have the best chance of being filled.
   2. Orders received after the 15th of October are processed on a first-come, first-serve basis.
   3. If your order was processed in the lottery you will receive an invoice by the end of the first full week in
November. If you sent your order in time to meet the October 15th deadline but do not receive an invoice by
the first week in November, please call 812-358-3621 to make sure we did in fact receive your order.
   4. If your order is placed after the October 15th deadline, you will receive an invoice approximately two
weeks after we receive your order. Please call 812-358-3621, if you don�t receive an invoice in this time
frame.
   5. Your order will be cancelled if not paid by the due date on the invoice. Please be aware that the due date
is approximately two weeks from the date your order was processed. We accept VISA, MasterCard, personal
checks, cash, and money orders. Please list credit card information on the invoice. Please do not send cash
through the mail.
   6. We must receive the correct paperwork by the due date on the invoice if you are using a claim voucher or
purchase order.
   7. March 1st is the last day to cancel an order and receive a refund.
   8. March 1st is the last day to change shipping method or nursery pick-up location.
   9. Shipping season runs from late February through May depending on weather. Usually we start in southern
counties and work our way up to the northern counties. You will receive your post card when your order is ready
for pick-up or is being shipped. If you need trees before you receive your post card, call the nursery that will
be handling your order. This information is located at the bottom of the invoice or at the return address on
your postcard.
   10. We are closed on Saturday and all official state holidays.

   Where to Call for Information Concerning Your Order
   1. Please call either nursery to obtain information if you want to add to an order, change pick-up location or
method of shipping, cancel all or part of an order, or need to know the quantities and species available for sale.
NOTE: Once we have your order on file, all of these changes can be done by phone.
   2. If you have any questions concerning your invoice, call the Vallonia Nursery.
   3. Questions concerning order pick-up or shipping, should be directed to the nursery listed at the bottom of
your invoice or listed at  the return address on your post card.

  Out-of-Stock Species
   1 We do not back order out-of-stock species on your invoice.
   2. You may call at anytime to see if out-of-stock species have become available. It is common for out of
stock species to become available as a result of order cancellation or non-payment by due date.
   3. We establish our sales inventory based on an estimated field inventory. When seedlings grade better
than field estimates, we add seedlings to the inventory as soon as we have the numbers. For 3-0 conifers,
the best time to call is late April.

General planting guidelines

Evergreens for Windbreaks
1 row 6� apart (100 seedlings will plant 600�)
2 rows staggered 12� apart (100 seedlings will plant 600�)

Deciduous Trees & Shrubs for Reforestation and Wildlife 600-800 seedlings per acre

Do not place granular fertilizer in planting hole.  It will damage seedling roots.
